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Lens than a month now remains 
for all citizens of the United States, 
residing at home or abroad, who have 
incomes exceeding ta,OOO, to make a 
return of their profits, 
gains and 
losses of business or amounts of their 
salaries to the income tax collectors. 
Aa a result the officers of th e Internal 
revenue departm ent and the collectors 
recently appointed are sparing no ef­ 
fort to acquaint the people w ith the 
requirements of the law 
and the 
necessity of prompt action. 
Ignor­ 
ance of the law excuses no one, and 
those who are at all acquainted with 
Uncle Sam ’s methods of doing busi­ 
ness, especially in the m atter of en­ 
forcing penalties for non compliance 
with the statutes, will see the pro 
priety lf not the necessity of moving 
rapidly in 
the 
m atter of making 
prompt return. 
The provisions of the law have been 
fully set forth heretofore, but there 
are a number of features th at may 
have escaped the notice of those sub­ 
ject to its requirements. 
These fea­ 
tures more particularly relate to Hie 
tax on realty, Inheritances and the 
matter of the penalty 
for 
failure 
either to make a return or for making 
a fraudulent one. 
Profits on realty purchased within 
two years previous to the year for 
which the income Is e s tim a te must 
be returned. 
The construction upon 
this provision requires a return of 
profit and loss upon deals In realty 
during the years 1893 and I#94 Under 
this provision real estate agents and 
buyers and sellers of property are es­ 
pecially liable and in not a few cases 
the returns made by them will throw 
light upon other parties to contracts 
made. 
Those persons who have laid out 
new subdivisions, whether the same 
shall have been accepted or not by the 
cities of which they either now or 
will constitute a part, w ill feel the 
weight of the law and be subject to 
the long chilly fingers of the tax col­ 
lector. 
However, debts ascertained to 
be worthless will net be embraced in 
the computation of the tax. 
Money and the value of all personal 
property 
acquired 
by g ift or 
in­ 
heritance must be included in tile re­ 
turn. 
It will be seen therefore th at 
inheritance in this state will be sub­ 
ject to a double tax, one for state and 
the other for national purposes. How­ 
ever, for state purposes all estates of 
inheritance or gift below $20,OOO ate 
exempted, but an inheritance or gift 
of value, although it be of value of a 
few dollars, must be returned with 
other item s where the whole exceeds 
•3,600. 
If there are an? who im agine that 
by refusal, neglect or failure to make 
a return they will 
escape the pro­ 
visions of the law and the penalties 
attached the? will find them selves 
sadly mistaken. 
It is provided that 
in case of such failure the collector or 
his deputy may go ahead with the 
work and make out a list or return 
upon the best available inform ation, 
and this, when duly certified to by 
him, will be accepted as the return of 
the person upon which the tax shall 
be “extended and assessed.” 
How­ 
ever incorrect this return may be. the 
tax may be collected and the subject 
will have no redress on tile plea of ex­ 
cessive return. 
If then there are any 
who prefer to trust to the judgm ent 
of the collector based upon such in­ 
formation as he may be able to obtain 
they will do so at some peril to their 
best interests. 
In all cases of wilful neglect arid 
refusal to make a return as prescribed 
by law, the collector is empowered to 
add 50 per cent penalty to the amount 
of the tax due on such list. 
In such cases of wilfully false or 
fraudulent returns.it is made the duty 
of the collector to add IOO per cent 
penalty to the amount of the tax 
ascertained to be due. 
It Is provided, 
however, th a t “ no penalty shall be as­ 
sessed upon any person or corporation, 
or association, for such neglect or re­ 
fusal, or for making or rendering a 
wilfully false or fraudulent return, 
except after reasonable notice of the 
tim e and place of hearing, so as to 
give 
the 
person 
charged 
an 
op­ 
portunity to be beard.” 
An effort is now being made in con­ 
gress to change some provisions of the 
law, but there are members so bitter 
that in the main it may remain as it is.

T h# A w akening T iger. 
Between the drowsy sleep of the noc­ 
turnal animals and the hypersensitive 
sleep of thane which spend their lives in 
constant fear of their enemies a place 
must be found for the form of slumber 
enjoyed by the large carnivora and that 
of domestic animals. 
The former have 
no enemies to fear except man, and the 
latter, protected by man, enjoy to the 
full the h ie in g of natural rest. 
Tigers are frequently 
found 
fast 
asleep in the daytime. 
Native hunters 
have been known to track them after a 
"k ill" to the place in which they were 
lying fast asleep and gorged with food 
and to shoot them as they lie 
When 
taking his midday repose iii districts 
where It is little disturbed, the tiger 
does not always retire to a place of se J 


curity, like tho bear, or even the loop 
aril, who h usually sleeps on the branch 
of a tree. It ju-t lies down in some con 
vcnient spot, cither shady or warm, Bi 
cording to the weather, and there sleeps 
almost regardless of danger. They have 
been found lying in dry nullahs, under 
trees and even in tile grass of the h ill­ 
sides unobserved until their disturber 
came w ithin a few yards of them.

Douglas Hamilton, 
when 
shooting in th eD andilly forest, cams 
upon a tigress and two cubs ly i u g fast 
asleep on their backs, w ith their paw-

When he was within a few 
yards of tho group, oho raised its head 
and w ithout moving its body quietly 
looked at him along the line of its body 
between its paws.
